Hay Saves Car Cleaning 


The 80,000 yards from this cut was excavated 
by the Bucyrus-Erie shovel in 40 days in spite of 
10 days rain and the hard pan digging. About ten 
days were worked single shift and balance double 
shift. Shovel was kept operating right through 
the hardest of the rain in spite of the sticky nature 
of the dirt. This was made possible by working 
out a suggestion made by Albert Belongia, general 
foreman. Hay was purchased and used to cover 
the bottoms of the dump cars, preventing clay 
from sticking in cars and saving practically all 
car cleaning.

HEN the Central Pennsylvania Quarry,

The particular job described here is one which 
they have just started for the Hazle Brook Coal 
Company. They have already finished four strip- 
pings for this company, and at the present time 
they are working on three more for that company. 
The one we shall describe is at Raven Run, Schuyl- 
kill County, Pennsylvania. 

Here overburden from the north and south dips 
of the Mammoth Vein of anthracite coal is to be 
stripped off. This is an extension 1,500 feet in 
length west of a section 2,500 feet in length just 
completed and from which the coal company is 
now removing the coal. This bed of coal, the 
Mammoth Vein, varies in thickness from 25 feet 
to 45 feet, and it is an unusually good quality of 
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anthracite. First 
stripping was 
started here at 
Raven Run in 1919. 
The Central Penn- 
sylvania Quarry, 
Stripping and Con- 
struction Company 
expects to finish its 
contract in this sec- 
tion in about three 
years. 






Going Down 70 Feet 


A  Bucyrus-Erie 
100-B steam shovel 
has been installed 
to take care of this 
job, which will in- 
volve approximate- 
ly 1,500,000 cubic 
yards of excavation, 
going down to a 
depth of about 70 

— feet. The material 
encountered is about half clay and the balance 
sandstone, there being considerable sand and 
gravel mixed in with the clay in portions of the 
stripping. The clay is tough but the general run 
of digging, however, is good. 

The area being stripped was previously mined, 
and the surface has been pulled down, leaving a 
chain of holes about 80 to 120 feet in diameter at 
top, and varying in depth from 30 to 50 feet. The 
clay has sealed most of these holes, so that they 
hold water and must be pumped and kept dry for 
stripping. Because of this condition they are work- 
ing the stripping its full length along the holes on 
one side, and then crossing over and working the 
full length on the other side, and in this way get- 
ting down to the bottom of the cave-ins. The cuts 
are made about 40 feet wide and 12 feet deep. It 
is expected that about six or seven lifts will be 
made to carry them down to the necessary level of 
70 feét. The shovel works two 8-hour shifts per 
day. The two operators are Frank Gracey and 
Isaac Teague, and the firemen are Ralph Jones 
and John Marcus. 

Five trains, consisting of seven 4-yard Western 
cars and a Vulcan locomotive each, are used to 
handle the spoil. This material is hauled to a 
dump about 114 miles away from the stripping. It 
takes a locomotive with its seven loaded cars ap- 
proximately twenty minutes to travel from the 
stripping to the dump. A double track extending 
between the two points minimizes the delays in 
transportation.

The Company was organized in February, 1927, 
with the following officers: J. Ross Hanahan, 
president, Charleston, South Carolina; Howell J. 
Davis, vice-president, Knoxville, Tennessee; E. 
Earl Evans, secretary and treasurer, Knoxville, 
Tennessee. Chas. D. Lewis is manager of the 
company. 

Construction of their plant was begun in May, 


1927, and production is planned for early 1928 
delivery. 

_They have something over four hundred acres 
of land in their properties, the Holston Marble 
Strata running clear across the property in a belt 
about eight hundred feet wide. There are also 
limestone, sandstone and shale available under a 
small overburden of clay. , 

The quarries will be open face, handled by a 
Bucyrus-Erie 50-B electric shovel, Ward-Leonard 
control. They have a Bucyrus-Erie D-2 dragline 
intended for stripping and handling shale, which 
is now at work on construction, excavating for 
foundations, roadways, railway lines, and so forth.

America has the contractor been called upon’ pulled it into its last resting place. 


P america on no other highway contract in Tremoved, two tractors hooked onto the carcass and 


to bury an elephant. The elephant belonged 
to a circus and the Redwood Highway, under con- 


struction north of Orick, 
California, was a very 
fitting place for an ele- 
phant to lay down and 
die, it being among the 
big redwoods in a real 
California jungle. 

In passing over the 
unfinished road the 
heavy circus wagons 
could not get through 
the mud, so “Big Dia- 
mond,” a large elephant, 
willingly pushed them 
through the soft places and after the last truck 
was safely over, he lay down and died. 

There are two contracting companies working 
on this new highway, but Big Diamond died on

the section that is being constructed by W. H. 
Hauser. The problem that confronted the man- 
ager of the show as well as Mr. Hauser was how 
to bury the elephant. 

The manager of the show stated that he had 
engagements to fill in Blue Lake and other towns 
along the coast and he could not afford the time 
to bury Big Diamond. He stated that the ele- 
phant’s hide was worth about $600 or $800, and 
told Hauser that if he would see that the elephant 
was buried he could have the hide. 

The contractor took him up on the proposition 
and put several men to work with axes, peeling off 
the hide, which was about two inches thick. He 
then brought one of his Bucyrus-Erie 20-B steam 
shovels from where it was working about two 
miles away, to dig the grave. The elephant 
weighed about seven tons and, after the hide was

formed Mr. Hauser attempted to cash in on the 
neat little $600 to $800 
fee he expected to col- 
lect as elephant sexton. 
Smilingly he sat down 
at his telephone to nego- 
tiate with the nearest 
tannery, located at Eure- 
ka. But the Eureka Tan- 
nery wasn’t buying any 
elephant hides, further- 
more they weren’t 
equipped to tan hides 2 
inches thick. Mr. Hauser 
tried another tannery 
only to be met again with the terse “No, sir, we 
aren’t interested in elephant hides today.” Tan- 
nery after tannery gave the same reply with a re- 
sulting increase in the long distance telephone bill 
and a decrease in Mr. Hauser’s feeling of elation. 

Several days passed and the hide began to be 
not only an eyesore on the job but unpleasantly 
odorous as well. Finally, in desperation, Mr. 
Hauser presented it to an optomist who salted it 
and stored it where it will not annoy travelers over 
the Redwood Highway. 

The intentions of the show manager were no 
doubt of the best and the hide worth what he said 
it was, but Hauser is said to have lost between 
$300 and $400 on the proposition. 

The one tusk, about four feet long, he presented 
to Mrs. Hauser. The head Mr. Hauser is having 
cured for mounting so that it may be a constant 
reminder to “Never accept a dead elephant regard- 
less of its color.” 





The Dog Recognized It as “Bad Business” at Once. 
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The Business Situation 


It seems, sometimes, as if almost too much stress 
were laid upon definite figures and business indi- 
cators in sizing up the business situation. These, 
of course, have their place — a very important one 
—and they are often the only facts available. 
However, the prospects for business in the imme- 
diate future rest in a very considerable measure 
upon the state of mind of those engaged in indus- 
try. Extreme caution and hesitancy on the part of 
many individuals will invariably affect the volume 
of business, even when all other factors point to 
a sound condition. 

The month of January is an excellent one in 
which to obtain a good cross-section of the business 
anticipated by individuals in the construction and 
allied industries. The four conventions — Sand 


and Gravel, Road Show, Crushed Stone and that 
of the Associated General Contractors — present 
an excellent opportunity to meet many of the key 
men and to get a number of opinions, which to- 
gether may be expected to be representative of 
the majority. This month the most general feel- 
ing has been one of optimism, and anticipation of 
good business during the coming year. 

The year just passed was an exceedingly good 
one for the construction industry; it was, to be 
sure, a little under the year before, but such a high 
level had been reached that a slight recession is 
by no means serious. 

The 1927 construction volume was the second 
highest in the history of the country, according to 
F. W. Dodge Corporation. Contracts let on new 
building and engineering work in the 37 states 
east of the Rocky Mountains during the past year 
reached a total of $6,303,055,100, which was a drop 
of only .1 per cent from the record total of 1926 
and an increase of 5 per cent over the total for the 
year 1925. For the entire country the total 1927 
construction volume was estimated at a little over 
$6,800,000,000, being a loss of 3 per cent from 1926. 

There was $477,363,800 worth of new construc- 
tion started in December in these 37 states, which 
was a gain of 3 per cent over the total for the pre- 
ceding month and a drop of 11 per cent from the 
total for December 1926. Included in the Decem- 
ber record were : $207,280,600, or 43 per cent of all 
construction, for residential buildings ;$92,657,300, 
or 19 per cent, for public works and utilities; 
$86,933,100, or 18 per cent, for commercial build-

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ings; $29,988,800, or 6 per cent, for industrial 
projects; and $23,247,600, or 5 per cent, for edu- 
cational projects. : 

Contemplated construction projects were re- 
ported in this territory to the amount of 

‘ $988,915,100 in December. This figure shows gains 
of 20 per cent over the amount reported in Novem- 
ber 1927 and 9 per cent over the amount reported 
in December 1926. 

In this industry, which has been the backbone 
of business expansion for several years, the ex- 
pected decline in the construction of homes and 
office buildings has occurred. As the National City 
Company points out, large shortages in building 
were created during the war, and the making up 
of this deficit, together with the added demand 
for better homes created by the rising standard of 
living, has been the basis of a building boom, which 
obviously could not go on indefinitely. During 
the past year, building permits in representative 
cities have declined 12 per cent below the corre- 
sponding figures, for last year, and these recessions 
have been accompanied by declining prices of 
building materials and considerable unemploy- 
ment in the building trades. The fact, however, 
that construction work of other types has gone 
ahead on even larger volumes than last year has 
compensated in a measure for the lessened activity 
in certain lines and prevented the industry from 
running into depression. The low rates of inter- 
est prevailing have provided an attractive oppor- 
tunity for the financing of all sorts of public im- 
provements, such as road building, construction 
of subways, bridges, etc., and this work together 
with the continued expansion of the electric powet « 
industry has provided the needed backlog of busi- 
ness, so that despite the falling off in house and 
office building the total value of contracts of all 
sorts awarded in 1927 has been about the same as 
in 1926. 

For 1928 the so-called business indicators, as 
well as the “mental attitude,” point to a good busi- 
ness year — perhaps not as great in volume as the 
last two years, but an exceptional one nevertheless. 
Interest rates are low. Ample funds are available 
for industry. Some of these funds are being used 
for speculation on the stock market, indicated, for 
example, by two, three-million-share days in suc- 
cession on the New York Stock Exchange early in 
January. The amount, although large, apparently 
is not great enough to hamper industry. 

Another favorable factor is the expected in- 
crease in automobile production. Last year the 
total production of this industry was somewhat 
low due to the suspended operations of one manu- 
facturer; at present considerable. expansion may 
be expected in this industry. 

There is one feature that deserves very careful 


consideration by everyone engaged in producing 
or manufacturing. The margin of profit has be- 
come narrower and narrower; competition has 
been keener and keener, and those concerns which 
would keep on making money during the coming 
months must give great attention to the lowering 
of costs. Capital costs are low, which combined 
with keener competition point to the wisdom of 
replacing inefficient machinery or methods, wher- 
ever possible, with the most modern and up to date. 
Attempts to produce or manufacture with ineffi- 
cient tools or methods will most certainly bring 
trouble during the next months.

The convention was held at the Book-Cadillac 
Hotel, two ball rooms on the second floor being 
given over to an exhibit of machinery by the Manu- 
facturing Division—an exhibit efficiently in- 
stalled and later removed under the resourceful 
management of L. E. Williams, Chairman of the 
Exhibit Committee.

Major F. H. Lewis, construction engineer, states 
that the D-2 is doing its present work very effi- 
ciently and economically. 

The new plant has two kilns ten feet in diameter 
by two hundred and fifteen feet long and four 
F. L. Smith & Company Unidan Grinding Mills 
seven feet in diameter by forty feet long. It is 
electric driven throughout, has ample storage 
space for materials, and is expected to produce 4 
high grade of cement quite cheaply.

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Additional Forecasts of Excavatiqn for 
Road Work for 1928 


In our January number we listed the program for 
road building in 27 states. Since this went to press 
we have received the following additional forecasts: 


Illinois 

Illinois will spend $60,000,000 on new roads in 1928. Ac- 
cording to details announced by Cornelius R. Miller, director 
of the Department of Public Works and Buildings and Frank 
T. Sheets, chief highway engineer, Illinois should complete 
during the year approximately 1200 miles of paving, 400 
miles of heavy grading and 175 large bridge projects on the 
state highway system. In addition, the counties of the state, 
using their county taxes and their share of the state gasoline 
tax, probably will complete, under state supervision, 450 
miles of paving, 100 miles of heavy grading and fifty bridge 
projects. The total estimated cost of permanent road work 
to be done during the year is $60,000,000. 

Indiana 

Indiana hopes to build at least 250 miles of hard-surfaced 
roads in 1928. There are no definite appropriations to any 
one feature, such as widening, reconstruction, etc. It is 
practically impossible to estimate the amount of excavation 
which will be done on this 1928 work, because of the fact 
that so much depends upon the appropriation. In some parts 
of the State roads are being built with as little as 2,500 cubic 
yards of excavation per mile, while in others the excavation 
is ten times that much. 

This is State work only, and we have no estimate for 
county or township roads. 


Minnesota 

With an estimated expenditure of $3,850,000 the State of 
Minnesota plans to build 336.5 miles of new roads. This 
will involve 8,016,000 cubic yards of excavation, about 50 
per cent of which will be suitable for shovel and dragline 
work. In addition to this 465,000 cubic yards of excavation 
have already been contracted for and will cost $150,000. 
This covers only State and Federal aid work. The county 
and township road construction which will be done in addi- 
tion to the above will require very little shovel or dragline 
excavation. 

Nebraska Roads 

Nebraska has elected to build its roads chiefly of gravel, 
and this state has less than 200 miles of paving, such as 
brick or concrete. Its gravel roads, however, are said by 
highway engineers to be models in the way of gravel con- 
struction. They are 21 feet wide and maintained very care- 
fully. Nebraska builds her gravel roads with the idea of 
permanency rather than with the intention of paving them 
later on. 

It was in 1925 that this state first began to push its state 
road program with full steam ahead. In 1925 Nebraska spent 
$4,706,632 on state roads, in 1926 $5,759,254 and in 1927 the 
amount appropriated for road building was $6,455,584. This 
will give Nebraska 3,300 miles of surfaced highways. In 
addition to the state highways it is estimated that 400 miles 
of county roads have also been surfaced. In 1928 it is ex- 
pected that expenditures will not exceed one and one-half 
million dollars because it has practically exhausted its road 
funds for the present time. The following highways have 
already been completed across the state: 

Highways No. 75 and No. 5 from the Kansas state line to 
Sioux City, the two highways meeting at Lincoln. 

Highway No. 81, the Meridan Highway, north and south, 
running from Belleville, Kansas, to Yankton, South Dakota. 

Highway No. 77, now surfaced entirely across the state 
horth and south, with the exception of fifteen miles. 

Highway No. 38 has not been completed as yet, but only 
forty miles of this road remains to be constructed next year, 
which will make it a complete cross state road. 

Considering the small population, and that there is a 
comparatively large amount of waste land in Nebraska, also 
that the gasoline tax and motor vehicle tax return less income 
than in the neighboring states, owing to the smaller number 





of motor cars, Nebraska has succeeded in accomplishing a 
very practical system of highways, and it is regrettable that 
the financial situation does not permit a continuance of this 
state’s active road-building program. 


Western Road and Equipment Exposition 
to Be Held March 7-11 

It would appear fitting that such an exposition 
is to be held in California, since the highway funds 
appropriated for expenditures in 1928 by the cities, 
counties, state and Federal Governments approximate 
$78,000,000. The year’s program for the 11 western 
states totals $180,000,000. The exposition will repre- 
sent an annual development of approximately half a 
billion dollars in the territory included. 

With the favorable climatic conditions existing 
in Los Angeles in March, the exposition will enable 
visitors not only to view the latest products of the 
heavy duty machinery plants but to see these ma- 
chines in competitive action under the usual working 
conditions.

An electric crane ‘places pipe ranging in size 
from 24 inches to 72 inches and weighing from 1000 
pounds to 7500 pounds. The crawler then puts them 
in rows, through the soft sand in their yard, taking 
them a distance of 300 feet as fast as the crane can 


bring them. A wheel attachment on the front of the 
tractor enables it to roll the big sections of concrete 
pipe around over the yard and store them with ease. 
The tractor can turn around in its own length, ena- 
bling it to amble about among the big concrete sec- 
tions, maneuvering them into place.
